PARENTAL worrie? are about 
one-quarter in the field of the 
phy sical condition of their off­ 
spring: about three-quarters in 
the psy chological sphere.

make phy sical deformities and dis­ 
orders; as well as psy chological 
troubles — misbehavior and emo­ 
tional patterns. 
If any parents under estimate 
the importance of controlling hab­ 
it« , let them listen to the philoso­ 
phers. “ Plato,” records the Seign­ 
eur de Montaigne, “ did once chide 
a child for play ing with nut3 who 
answered him—‘Thou chidest mo 
for a small matter.’ ‘Habit,’ re­ 
plied Plato, ‘is no small matter’ ” 
And Epictetus— ‘‘If y ou want to 
do something make a habit of it: 
If y ou want not to do something 
refrain from doing it ten times.” 
And to be underlined for parents 
—“ We sow our thoughts, and we 
reap our actions: we sow our ac­ 
tions and we reap our habits: we 
sow our habits and we reap our 
characters: we sow our characters 
and we reap our destiny .” 


Effects of Habits 
And destiny is no small thing. 
It goes all the way from being 
elected President of the United 
States to being hung on the scaf­ 
fold. It decides whether y ou will 
be 
round-shouldered 
or 
erect. 
Whether or not a nail-biter, a face 
jerker, a nose-picker, a clothes- 
twister, a lisper. Whether y ou 
take a long or a short time to go to 
sleep, whether y ou gulp y our food, 
or dawdle over y our food. And if 
y ou dawdle over y our food y our 
wife may get sore and leave y ou. 
And that brother, is destiny . 
All of these thing?, with the pos­ 
sible exception of being President 
of the United States or being hung, 
depend upon habits laid down in 
childhood. Parents have the mate­ 
rial when it is malleable— they can 
inculcate good habits, or allow bad 
habits to develop. 
Coming down to the purely 
phy sical I am impressed wifr the 
influence of habit on p'*stu; 
And 
this is so much dependent on par­ 
ental precept and example. Round 
. shoulders, stooping posture, curva- 
* ture of the spine, slouching, all are 
laid down in the formative y ears. 


I see so many soldiers on the s t m t 
witl>very unsoldierly stooped-over 
carriage. Even the drill sergea nts 
haven’t been able to drive out this 
habit. 


Good Habits For Bad 
There is no such thing a s elim i­ 
nating bad ha bits, because Na ture 
abhors a vacuum. You have to put ‘ 
a good 
ha bit in its place. A ga in to ; 
revert to 
the philosophers, E ra s­ 
mus said— “ A nail is driven out by 
another na il, habit is overcome by 
habit.” This is not a lw a y s so ea sy j 
and demands a study of the mo- • 
tive and origin of the h a b it W ith ; 
such a thing as na il-biting y ou ; 
ha ve a difficult ta sk. W ith the cry ; 
baby , it can be seen th a t he cries 
because experience has ta ught him 
he gets som ething tha t w a y : break • 
the circle, and make him subati- * 
tute a smile for a whine and y ou 
go a long 
towards stopping the 
whining.

W ASH ING TON—A new

ishment of wa r crimina ls—is

the making. The ha nging of four 
men by the Russia ns is the first | 
practical recognition of the prin- | 
ciple, decided upon at the U. S - 
British-Russia n 
conference 
at 
Moscow. 
A “ Sta tem ent on Atrocities” is­ 
sued by the Moscow' 
conferees 
said tha t after Germa ny surren­ 
ders: “ Germa n officers and men 
and m embers of 
the Nazi party 
who ha ve been responsible for or 
ha ve ta ken a consenting part in 
.atrocities, ma ssa cres and e x ­ 
ecutions w ill be sent back to the 
countries in which their a bomi­ 
nable deeds w ere done in order 
that they ma y be 
judged 
and 
punished according to the 
la ws 
of these libera ted countries.” 
The “ a bomina ble 
deeds” re­ 
ferred to are, of course, acts 
in 
defia nce of the interna tiona l la ws 
of wa r as set down in the Ha gue 
conventions, the Geneva con ven­ 
tion and so on. 
Executions 
of 
proven spies and of civilia ns who 
ha ve a ctua lly enga ged in pra c­ 
tices them selves 
forbidden 
by 
the la ws of wa r would 
not 
be 
included. 
But the execution 
of 
ma sses of hosta ges for the act of 
one man, the sla ughter of inno­ 
cent wom en 
and children, the

wa s dropped from the Trea ty of 
Versa illes. 
Instead of forgiving 
those 
responsible for atrocities, 
Article 228 of the trea ty provid­ 
ed; “ The 
Germa n 
government 
recognizes the right of the Allied 
and Associa ted Powers to bring 
before milita ry tribunals persons 
accused of 
ha ving 
committed 
acts in viola tion of the la ws and 
customs of wa r.” 
More than 800 Germa n culprits 
were listed for trial, 
including 
Crown Prince Frederick Wilhelm 
and other of the Kaiser's 
sons, 
Genera ls 
von 
Hindenburg 
and 
Ludendorff and former C ha ncel­ 
lor von Bethm a nn-H ollweg. But 
the Germa ns persua ded the A l­ 
lies to let them try the 800 them ­ 
selves. The Allies reserved 
the 
right to pass on the decisions. 
Many of the accused ha 1 fled 
to Switzerla nd, but 48 were fin­ 
a lly ordered brought to trial in 
Leipzig. Of these, five were con­ 
victed. Two received the 
m a xi­ 
mum of four y ea rs in prison but 
escaped in six months, proba bly 
helped by their guards. 
It’s this sort of 
business 
that 
the Allies are determined to get 
around this time. 
The Moscow 
decla ra tion does 
not cover the 
misdeeds of the 
J a pa nese, but the U.S. is on rec­ 
ord with a promise 
that

transmitted 
through the Swiss 
government 
that the execution of some of

America n fly ers who were forced 
down after the bombing of Tok­

an act of “ crimina l bar­ 
barity ' 
The note wa rned thai 
this country “ w ill visit upon th< 
officers of the J a pa nese govern 
merit responsible 
for such 
un 
civiliz* d and inhuman acts 
th< 
punishment they deserve.” 
Neither the Moscow 
decla ra 
tion nor the America n note 
t< 
J a pa n are part of Internationa 
la w, which is made up of forma 
a greements signed by all or mos 
of the civilized nations 
of 
th< 
earth. However, they set prece 
dents which fill a big gap in in 
a la rge body of 
our laws, 
bot] 
ternationa l law, and it is prece 
dent—bolstered by practical ap 
plica tion—that eventua lly ma ke 
national and international.
